Between the two schools 55 
students—-25 Altona North and 30

to continue with matriculation. 


In a report received by Altona 
Shire Council last Tuesday night 
Cr. J. J. Ginifer stated. the 
shocking result of Mr. Brook's 
announcement was that both 
local schools are in the 17 schools 
which may not have matricula- 
tion maths. and science next 
year. Sunshine West and similar 
perimeter schools make up the 
balance of the schools to be re- 
stricted. 


Cr. Ginifer believes that if 
these classes are cut out now, 
they may be cut out for good and 
Altona left in a position .with 
4wo high schools that only more 
or less go half way—that is, to 
leaving standard. 


He reports that one effect, al- 
ready felt at this announcement. 
has been inquiries by parents 
who are thinking of removing 
fourth formers to do Forms 5 
and 6 at Melbourne High or other 
schools. This, considers Cr. 
Ginifer, will have a skimming 
off effect of senior students, and 
more or less reduce Altona 
schools to a second grade status. 


Cr. Ginifer’ asks: “Why must 
both Altona schools be included 
in the 17? Why could not the 
two Altona schools be amalga- 
mated for these classes? There 
is a bus service which already 
connects both schools.” 


He suggests Altona High 
could become the base school 
for matriculation humanities 
elasses and Altona North High 
the base school for matricula- 
tion maths. and science classes. 


Undoubtedly there are suffi- 
cient youngsters in Altona- and 
adjacent areas to maintain and 
warrant worthwhile full-time 
matriculation classes under these 
circumstances believes Cr. Gini- 
fer. 


He pointed out that a disap- 
pointing feature of the proposed 
set-up is that senior students at 
both schools have been working 


insufficient ‘students 


as one of the best in 


teachers and accommoda- 


ties which have become avail- 
able at the Altona base and 
branch libraries will be lost to 
some students. 


Cr. Ginifer' stated he con- | 
sidered immediate parental and 
public representation to political 
and departmental places is im- 
perative and that the council 
must take some action and ap- 
proach the appropriate authori- 
ties. 


After, hearing the report which 
he considered to be on an item 
of grave concern, Cr. H. W. Lee 
suggested the council should 
leave it up to parents and citi- 
zens to decide if and what ac- 
tion should be taken. 


However, first, he said, a copy 
of Cr. Ginifer’s report should 
be sent for comment to head mas- 
ters and councils of all schools 
in the Shire. After considering 
their. comments Cr. Lee sug- 
gested the council call a public 
meeting to allow parents and 
citizens of Altona to express 
their opinions. At this meeting 
future action could be decided 
by those present, said Cr, Lee. 


His suggested actions were 


agreed to by council.

The 
request for the withdrawal and apology was on 
the agenda for last Tuesday night's meeting of 
Altona Shire Council, 


_ . At the council meeting on September 13 Cr. Lee de- 
cried the unauthorised use of a council photograph on the 
manifestos produced by the anti-Labor (Ratepayer) Candi- 
dates in the recent council elections and accused the “Star” 
of permitting an official photograph to be used for an un- 
official use. ius 

He contended this showed no integrity and that th 
proprietor had dishonoured the paper. ass ba 

The “Star” pointed out ta him that neither the photo- 
graph nor negative was in its possession and that in no 
way had! the “Star” had any part in reproducing the ‘Pphoto- 
graph used on the manifestos. 

At the council meeting on September 27 he replied 
by saying he would “dispute that this photograph was not 
a direct print off the negative.” 

‘The Ratepayer Candidates stepped in and advised the 
council of the exact origin of the photograph they had used. 
They revealed they had a photograph taken of the photo- 
graph in the Altona Shire’s annual report, which was issued 
to every ratepayer. From this photograph the Ratepayers 
had a block made for their election printing. 

The ‘Altona Star” again repeats it was in no way 
concerned in the making of this block. 

_ Here the “Star” points out that it is quite the usual 
action for customers to supply their own blocks for printing. 

* When the apology came up for consideration on Tues- 
day night and Cr. Lec had finally learnt of the origin of 
the Ratepayers photograph he said, “I meant to convey thats 
the negalive or, in fact the photograph, was used in some 
way to produce the block, and in some way used to reproduce 
the photograph which was identical with the official photo- 
graph and I feel no apology is needed.” 


The “Altona Star” stresses that no matter how Cr. 
Lee tries to twist his remarks he cannot get away from the 
unalterable fact that the “Altona Star” did not allow an 
official photograph or its negative to be used for an un- 
official purpose, which was the reason he gave for condemn- 
ing the integrity of the “Star.”

MORALITY AND POLITICS 
Dear Sir, 

Despite the fact that many of our council and parliamentary 
meetings usually begin with prayer to God, often including the 
Lord’s Prayer, it is a fact that some of the councillors and 
politicians in Altona and elsewhere have only a tenuous link— 
if any—with the church. 


DIVISION INSTEAD OF UNITY 

On the contrary, quité a number want nothing to do with the 
Christian faith or the principles for which it stands—witness for 
example the recent divisive behaviour of our local Altona council. 
It is quite apparent that God's 10 Commandments: play no theoreti- 
eal or practical part in the behaviour and attitudes of these men. 
They do not consciously base and direct their actions by reference 
to God's law although they invoke his guidance each time they 
come together. 

“ CHRISTIAN POSITION 

' Without raising issues which have already been well and truly 
aired, I want to ask the Christian community of Altona, “What is 
our primary obligation to these men?” 

From our viewpoint we are saying, ‘God gave us our fellow- 
man as a gift, for whom we should thank him—everyone with 
whom we associate comes within the purview of this category, so 
that besides our thanks for these neighbours—which includes our 
councillors—prayers on their behalf should be our responsibility. 
Rectias up by the necessary action of our influence on these 
peopie. 

But, although many people in the church recognise this as 
part of their duty a&s Christians, they protest—witness the in- 
activity so far. 

Think back to the. times when our Code—the New Testament— 
was written. These were times when notorious despots ruled as 
emperors in Rome, Caligula and Tiberius before Him, Nero and 
Domitian, men who ruled with such tyranny and violence, crime 
and presumption that to this very day we still speak of “‘caesar’s 
madness,” referring primarily to these four emperors. 

CHRISTIAN RESPONSIBILITY 

By now, some will be saying that I should stick to my own 
business. But let me say that the business of any churchman is 
to address himself with all his power, all the might of his convic- 
tions, to the most pressing problems of his day. 

And none among these problems deserves higher priority than 
what our political actions should be if we claim to be a responsible 
Christian community. No human action, political or otherwise, is 
immune from possible moral evaluation, and for the Christian 
there is no conceivable moral evaluation to which his religion is 
not directly relevant. 

CHRISTIAN SERVICE 

Kant one said, “We do not enter church to serve God here; we 
do so in order to prepare ourselves to serve Him in our lives and_ 
in the community in which we live.” 

Surely if serving God in our lives means anything at all, it 
means that certain actions in relation to our fellow-men are re-- 
quired and others prohibited. : 

To suppose otherwise is to insulate an ethical code from the 
very subject matter to which it is supposed to apply! 

You see, the relevant question is not whether Christianity re- 
quires, permits and prohibits certain things in our conduct or 
behavour, but what in particular it so requires, permits and pro- 
hibits; not whether the New Testament law of love is to be trans- 
jated into terms applicable to human conduct and behaviour, but 
how it is to be translated. | 

_ Such a -position should show not exemptions from the scrutiny 
of ‘the Christian conscience in certain issues, such as we are at 
present faced with in Altona, but all the more well considered 
examination from the standpoint of Christian morality. It just 
won't do to sit back, inactive, and say we must get behind our 
elected representatives no matter what our convictions. 

CHRISTIAN ACTION " nae 

It is only at the risk of forsaking our responsibilities as Chris- 
tians that we can entrust to our councillors and politicians the 
power of judgment or any matter of direct moral bearing. I for 
one do not deny that the responsibility of these men is often a 
harrowing one. But let us not forget that they.are men who have 
voluntarily chosen their particular field of endeavour. : 

‘And: we should not let the grandeur of their office blind us to 
the frailty of the individuals who occupy it. If we do, in the Jong 
run we do them, ourselves, our community and our country a dis- 
service by remaining silent and inactive when the voice of con- 
science needs to be heard loud and clear.

Rate Decision 
Awaited 


Expenditure estimated for Altona Shire during 
this financial year and agreed to at a meeting of the 
Finance Committee on October 3 is $284,000 in 
excess of income if the general rate remained the 
same as last year—10c in the $1—reported Cr. W. 
L. J. Crofts at last Tuesday night’s council meeting. 


He pointed out that if these 
estimates are agreed to by the 
council it would necessitate a 4c 
increase in the general” rate. 
that is a 40% rise, or another 
10d. in every £1. A steep rise, 
was his comment. 

Rowever, since this commit- 
tee meeting, Cr. Crofts an- 
nounced he had discovered an 
error in the addition of the 
expenditure. An error which 
decreases the amount . by 
$35,650. This leaves the posi- 
tion where something less than 
a 4c imcrease is needed to 
balance the books, said Cr. 
Crofts. (Each 1c increase re- 
turns approximately $70,000.) 

Cr. Crofts reported that as 

directed at a September coun- 
cil meeting the Finance Commit- 
tee had met again to discuss the 
estimates. - 

At the beginning of the meet- 
ing the deficit was $246,000, but 
unfortunately at the conclusion 
they were down a further $38,000, 





which lifted the deficit to $284,000 
reported Cr. Crofts. 


He said that at this stage of 
the meeting he informed Cr. 
G. den Dulk and Cr. J. J. Ginifer 
(these three councillors comprise 
the Finance Committee) he was 
wot happy with this steep rise 
“hnd suggested alterations. How- 
ever, after discussion they agreed 


there would be no further 
changes. 
Finally, said Cr. Crofts. the 


draft estimates as amended are 
ready to go before the council. 

Cr. den Dulk pointed out that 
as the work of the committee in 
regard to the estimates is now 
finished for the present, it now 
becomes the perogative of the 
whole council to adopt them or 
otherwise. 

He revealed that many hours 
had been spent in preparation 
of the estimates by executive
